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A NEW SPECIES OF THE GENUS ELAPHE ELAPHE MACULATA

Abstract 

Elaphe maculata sp. nov. 

Holotype: SMNH 831X901, adult malej bought on 19 Sep. , 1983 from Shang- 
hai Yuyuan Animal Storey collected from Dafeng, Jiangsu. 

Allotype: SMNH 831X902, adult female^ bought with the holotype^ collected 
from the same locality. 

Paratypes: SMNH 83VI601-603, 3 juveniles^ bought on 6 June, 1983 from 
the same Storey collected from Dinghai, Zhejiang. 

Diagnosis: Characteristics of this species include, l) dorsals in 23 — 23 — 19 
(23) rows, with those in the median 11-15 rows keeled^ 2) ventrals 212-224, 
with an obtuse, lateral keel on each side, 3) subcaudals 64-71 pairsj 4 ) there 
are 30-36 4-10-12 brown-black, obliquely arranged, rectangular stripes on the 
body and tailj 5) maxillary teeth 13 or 14. 

Type specimens are preserved in Shanghai Museum of Natural History.
